If 
more than one person is entitled to 
the reward, it shall be propor- 
tionately distributed, the afore- 
mentioned three persons to be the 
sole judges of such distribution.

In outlining his past 
experiences during the 26 years he 
has held the office of international 
secretary, he told his audience 
that now, as never before, labor 
must rely on its unions. For the 
union is labor’s job insurance and 
the monthly dues paid, small as 
they are, are the premiums on that 
insurance. 

Unemployment Problems 

Problems of unemployment face 
everyone as soon as the present 
conflict nears its end. Those who 
can continue in their present posi- 
tions will surely be affected by ap- 
preciable pay cuts unless through 


Ithe strength of their organizations 
they are able to hold what they 
have won. Citing an example of 
what is ahead, the international 
secretary pointed to the recent 
meeting of “big business groups” in 
southern California. At this meet- 
ing were representatives of the 
merchants and manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, the chamber of com- 
merce and other organizations with 
similar economic backgrounds. The 
meeting was called for the purpose 
of immediately forming plans to 
bring about wage cuts as soon as 
the end of the present war is in 
sight.

SHOW WHY AMERICA IS WINNING WAR, 
WILLIAM GREEN SAYS 


This is the most encouraging and constructive labor news 
story of the war! 

The astonishing total of 5,664,000 workers, employed in 
2,415 war plants, have received army and navy “E” awards for 
excellence of production since Pearl harbor. 

This was announced by the American Federation of Labor 
which obtained the official figures from the war and navy de- 
partments. 

It is the first time that the military authorities have per- 
mitted the release of figures on the aggregate number of 
workers. receiving the “E” buttons. Hitherto announce- 
ments on “E” awards have been restricted to the number 
of plants, without disclosing the number of workers who 
share in the awards. 

The war department informed the American Federation of 
Labor that its award had gone to 1,590 plants employing 
3,864,000 workers up to December Ist. The navy department, 
after allowing for duplications with army awards, said its net 
totals were 825 plants with 1,800,000 workers. 

AFL President William Green commented: 

“The fact that a total of 5,664,000 American war workers 
have received the coveted “E” award is especially impres- 
sive because the qualifications for this honor have been 
raised since the war began. 


good relations between labor and management and full compli- 
ance with many stringent wartime regulations must be attained 
before a plant and its workers can qualify. 

“The figures include non-union as well as union workers. 
The military authorities have no breakdown available in this 
respect. The American Federation of Labor made determined 
efforts to obtain this information not for the purpose of seeking 
praise for its own members but to bring home to the public the 
high standard of service being rendered by American labor as a 
whole ta.the war effort. ; 

“We understand that the war and navy departments have 
hitherto been reluctant to divulge the total number of work- 
ers who received the decoration on the theory that the 
award would lose significance to the workers when its lack 

.of ‘exclusiveness’ became apparent. 

“The American Federation of Labor believes, on the con- 
trary, that workers who receive the award will be proud not 


only of their own record but of the fact that so many other 
workers are meeting the high tests of the military authorities. 

“America has now won the battle of production beyond any 
question of doubt. This fact speaks volumes for the good job 
done by the great mass of war workers. The high excellence of 
production attained by as many as 5,664,000 war workers helped 
to win that battle in record time.” 


NEW YEAR MESSAGE 


By WILLIAM GREEN, President, 
American Federation of Labor 


Let's win the war in ‘44! 

That is labor’s slogan, its goal and its highest resolve for the 
coming year. 

American workers, who have won the battle of production in 
record time, are determined to do their utmost in the months 
ahead to bring the war to a speedy and victorious conclusion. To 
help our fighting forces in the supreme tasks that lie ahead. 
American workers are ready to work and sacrifice as never 

efore. 

Victory over Hitler and the Japs will not, however, end labor's 
responsibilities to the cause of freedom. We will not consider 
this war won until we have capped our military victories with 
equal triumphs for our chief post-war objectives. They are: 

1—The establishment of lasting peace under world 
democracy. 
2—The provision of jobs for all in peace-time America. 

As the armed forces of the united nations drive irresistibly 
forward against the enemy in the coming year, labor will not 
lose sight of these post-war objectives for a moment. 

This past year has been one of increasing sacrifice and de- 
privation for the American people. Many American homes have 
been hit by casualties on the battlefronts and many American 
= are in mourning for their lost sons. Compared with 
| 


these blows, the minor shortages and deprivations on the home 
front caused by war conditions must be regarded as mere an- 
noyances. Compared with the bloodshed, the destruction and 
the real starvation suffered by the people of other lands, America 
has still been spared the most devastating effects of war. 

Our progress in winning the war gained considerable mo- 
mentum in 1943. The forces of the united nations completed 
the cleanup in North Africa, mopped up the axis troops in Sicily 
and are now sweeping northward through Italy toward Ger- 
many’s vulnerable southern borders. The armies of Soviet 
Russia are steadily pushing the nazis back toward their eastern 
borders. The international conferences which have taken place 
among the leaders of the united nations presage the early open- 
ing up of new fighting fronts on the north and west of nazi 
Germany. Hitler is now trapped and the roof of his fortress 
has been broken through by smashing air raids. It can’t be long 
before the nazis are forced to surrender unconditionally. 

Meanwhile. the forces of the united nations have delivered 
crushing blows against the Japanese in the South Pacific and 
jare steadily moving forward along the long road to Tokio. The 
Japanese navy and air forces have been repeatedly and humili- 
atingly defeated. The initiative is on our side now. 

We issue this new year warning to the enemy—that in the 
months ahead American labor and industry will back up the 
fighting forces of the united nations with the greatest output of 
planes, tanks, guns and ships the world has ever known. 

America grows ever stronger as our enemies grow progres- 
sively weaker. For these reasons, we cannot believe that final 
victory will be long delayed. 

In anticipation of that victory, I extend to America’s soldiers. 
sailors and marines, to her production soldiers and to her vast 
jarmy of patriotic citizens, best wishes for a happy new year-

COMMITTEE TO MEET 
SUNDAY, JANUARY 9TH 


Committee Is Enlarged To 
Consider Important Policy; 


Delegates Must Have 
Credentials To Attend 


Northern California labor 
leaders were busy today com- 
pleting arrangements for a 
“cost of living’ conference 
which they have called for 


January 9th in San Francisco as 
members of the OPA labor advis- 
ory committee. 

Committee members made it clear 
that the conference will not be an 
OPA meeting. The conference has 
been called and will be conducted 
by the labor advisory committee, 
George Mulkey, secretary, declared. 

Mulkey explained that although 
the labor advisory committee meets 
with OPA officials at the agency 
headquarters, it has not always 
seen eye to eye with OPA policy. 
He described the group as labor’s 
advisory voice in OPA matters. 
The labor group consults with OPA 
and advises the agency how labor 
groups feel about certain issues. 

New members added to the 
committee recently are: George 

Wilson, president of the San 

Francisco CIO council, and 

Mrs. Catherine Schmidt, CIO 

auxiliary; Ann O’Leary, Robert 

Ash and Senator John Shelley, 

president of San Francisco A. 

F. of L. council, representing 

A. F. of L.; N. D. Pritchett and 

A. B. Daly, of the railroad 

brotherhood. 

Other members of the group in- 
elude George A. Mulkey, Jack H. 
Smith, both of A. F. of L.; Mrs.

McLennan of the railroad brother- 
hood. 

Meantime, various locals through- 
out Northern California as far 
south as Bakersfield are electing 
delegates for the conference, ac- 
cording to M. S. Mason, chairman 
of the credentials committee. Each 
local is to have two delegates. Since 
the meeting will be open only to 
accredited delegates, all locals have 
been urged to send the names of 
their conference representatives to 
Mr. Mason, care of the OPA labor 
advisory committee, 1355 Market 
street, San Francisco. 
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WLB CONSIDERS TAKING 


OVER IN IMPERIAL 
VALLEY ANTI-UNION 


CONTROVERSY 


The federation without letting up 
any pressure to obtain war labor 
board intervention in the Imperial 
valley anti-union flareup reported 
in earlier issues of the journal, re- 
ceived the following wire from the 
executive assistant to the A. F. of L. 
members on the national war labor 
board: 

“New case committee unani- 
mously voted to refer Imperial 
irrigation case number 11l1- 
5498-D to general counsel to de- 
termine if facts warrant recom- 
mendation of assumption of 
jurisdiction by the national war 
labor board. 

The electricians who were forced 
out of their jobs are still out. At 


| its last meeting, the executive coun- 
cil of the California State Federa- 


tion of Labor decided that it would 
notify the secretary of the interior 
that support for future programs in 
establishing these irrigation dis- 
tricts would be viewed very crit- 
ically, if their labor relations poli- 
cies are going to flaunt collective 
bargaining and other established 
rights won by the wage earners. 

The federation will continue to 
support the unions involved in this 
fight to bring Imperial valley back 
into the framework of the United 
States government. 
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Poll Taken On Votes For 
Servicemen and Women 


Servicemen and women are over- 
whelmingly in favor of national 
legislation to guarantee the ballot 
to members of the armed forces as 
provided in the Green-Lucas bill, 
which was defeated in the senate 
but is now up for consideration in 
the house of representatives. 

This fact was clearly indicated 
in the straw vote taken among ser- 
vicemen and women by American 
youth for democracy on December 
23rd, between the hours of 5 to 8 
p. m. in a number of selected cities 
all over the nation. 

The California results showed 
that members of the armed forces 
favored the provisions of the Green- 
Lucas bill in a ratio of 72 to 1. The 
total vote cast in this state was 
2767 favoring the measure and 38 
opposing it. 

The total vote in San Francisco 
was 1535 for the Green-Lucas bill 
and 17 opposed. The young wo- 
men taking the poll (mainly sweet- 
hearts and wives of servicemen), 
reported that many servicemen ex- 
pressed surprise that anyone would 
oppose national legislation to guar- 
antee them the ballot, and wanted 
to know “who’s responsible for 
holding it up?” 

In Oakland, where ballots were 
given out at 12th and Broadway, 
the vote was 431 for the Green- 
Lucas bill and 7 opposed. In Berk-

posed. In Los Angeles the initial 
tally showed 734 favorable to the 
measure and 12 opposed. In addi- 
tion 99 merchant seamen in Cali- 
fornia voted yes.

One resolution called upon con- 
gress to provide members of the 
armed forces, who have been sev- 
ered from the ranks, with a suffi- 
cient sum of money to keep them 
in health and decency for at least 
six months, until they have had an 
opportunity to locate themselves, 
or to re-establish themselves in the 
ordinary course of life. This reso- 
lution analyzed the various bills 
that have been submitted to the 
special committee appointed by the 
| house, and recommended the adop- 
tion of the best and most liberal 
measure. It also recommended that 
disabled veterans be furnished an 
opportunity to obtain free training 
courses in the various state schools

Another resolution submitted 
by the secretary opposed the 
application being made to the 
board of immigration appeals 
by the Biltmore hotel in Los 
Angeles to import Mexican 
labor as kitchen help for that 


establishment. ‘The resolution 
condemned this practice, as 
there is available native help, 
and opposed the importation of 
all alien labor except for agri- 
culture and the railroad indus- 
try, if the need should exist 
there. It pointed out that cer- 
tain employers are seeking to 
exploit the war hysteria as an 
excuse to import cheap labor 
and thus undermine the wage 
structures established by Amer- 
ican labor. Vigorous and un- 
compromising opposition to such 
moves was expressed by the 
executive council in adopting 
this resolution. 

A third resolution of great sig- 
nificance dealt with post-war plan- 
ning and the need of every local 
union to establish committees to 
consider the various problems con- 
nected with this vital matter, and 
to-elect representatives to the exist- 
ing post-war planning bodies estab- 
lished by the various city, county, 
state, and federal governmental 
agencies. The resolution reported 
that a number of plans have al- 
ready been formulated and dis- 
cussed by private and governmen- 
tal agencies, and many more are 
being prepared. Labor is going to 
be directly and forcibly affected by 
these plans, and it must be in a 
position to play a leading role in 
the reconversion of industry to a 
peacetime basis, as it has helped so 
tremendously in converting indus- 
try to a wartime footing. 

The executive council decided 
to postpone the filling of the 
vacancy for a vice-president in 
District No. 9, created by the 
election of Brother Noriega to 
the presidency of the federa- 
tion until the next convention. 


Working with methodical speed, the executive council of the 
California State Federation of Labor completed its last quar- 
terly meeting in San Diego on December 18th and 19, exhaust- 
ing an agenda that was chockfull of issues of great importance 


A comprehensive report on the 
results of the conference on labor 
legislation in Kansas city, which 
was attended by President Noriega, 
was also submitted. 

These resolutions and report will 
be published in full in the quarterly 
minutes of the executive council, 
which will be issued in a very short 
time. 

Another resolution, which was 
also adopted, was submitted by the 
San Pedro Labor Council. This 
called for the establishment of a 
sub-regional office of the war labor 
board in southern California to 
facilitate and expedite the handling 
of the many cases submitted by 
and involving the unions in south- 
ern California. 


The executive council joined 
with the various seafaring un- 
ions in condemning any move 
on the part of the war shipping 
administration to replace ex- 
perienced and competent union 
seamen with the new men who 
are being turned out by the 
various schools established by 
this body. Vice Presidents 
Lundeberg and May reported 
that an investigation of the war 
shipping administration’s activi- 
ties in the training of these en- 
rollees is appropriate as there 
is a greatly superfluous number 
of men, in the face of the fact 
that the unions are doing an 
extremely satisfactory job in 
training and supplying the mer- 
chant marine with all the neces- 
sary personnel. The conclusion 
is inescapable that the real pur- 
pose behind the WSA’s training 
program is the elimination of 
the unions’ training schools and 
the weakening of the unions 
themselves. It was also re- 
ported that the present training 
program is tying up an un- 
necessary amount of manpower 
that will not be needed in the 
course of this war which can 
be released for other essential 
war work. The executive coun- 
cil expressed its belief that the 
extent of this manpower so tied 
up should be ascertained, and 
concurred in the request made 
to call upon the appropriate 
governmental agencies to in- 
vestigate the entire program.

Garage Employes’ Shop And 
Service CHATTER 


For labor are E. H. Vernon of 
auto mechanics’ union, A. L. King 
of the automobile painters’ union, 
Ro L. Pelochino of the garage em- 
ployes’ union, and Fred Irvin of 
the retail drivers’ union.

This committee will handle all 
controversies that arise between 
the employer and the employe who 
wants to quit his job. If a man 
wants to quit, if it is agreeable 
with the employer, the employe 
secures from his employer sever- 
ance notice or lay-off slip stating 
the reason for leaving. The em- 
ployer signs the severance notice 
or lay-off slip and the employe 
takes this slip to his particular 
union and secures a clearance to 
work elsewhere. If an employe 
wants to quit and the employer 
feels he should not, the employe 
makes out a severance notice which 
by the way if brought in to your 
secretary, he will fill out for the 
employe and return it to the em- 
ployer, either one or both will have 
a meeting with the business repre- 
sentative of the union representing 
the employe. If the parties cannot 
reach an agreement as to the man 
staying on the job, the severance 
notice is then forwarded to the 
committee who will pass upon the 
question of whether the employe is 
entitled to a clearance. If the com- 
mittee feels that the employe is 
entitled to a clearance he will re- 
ceive one immediately. In the 
event that the clearance is denied, 
the employe has the right to place 
the case before the appeal board. 
If the appeal board denies the 
clearance, the employe has the right 
to appeal to the regional office and 
to Washington. As soon as this 
office has received detailed instruc- 
tions and severance notices and 
forms to be filled out, the secretary 
will distribute them to all motor 
car dealers and garages. So if you! 
wish to leave your job, please phone 
or contact your secretary before 
doing so.

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LABOR’S TASK FOR 1944 


United nations leaders tell us that 1944 may be the last year of the 
war in Europe. The victories of 1943 have turned the tide against the 
axis. The westward drive of the Russian armies has ended Hitler’s vain 
dream of oiling his creaking war machine from the wells of the Cau- 
casus. The futility of Goering’s boast that German cities could never be 
bombed is expressed in the lurid glare of fires lighted by British and 
American bombers in Hamburg, Emden, Frankfort, Leipzig, Berlin; fires 
which have brought home at last to the German people the full and 
terrible meaning of war. The u-boat menace has been beaten. North 
Africa has been liberated, the fall of Sicily has sent Mussolini into well- 
merited oblivion, and allied armies for the first time since 1940 are 
fighting on the European continent. In the far east the Japanese, their 
navy and air force reeling under American blows, have stopped “anni- 
hilating” our navy in their propaganda, and are frankly admitting that 
they are on the defensive. 

This is a tremendous change. And back of it is one fact—the fact of 
America, getting into its giant stride. The fact of American soldiers 
and sailors outfighting the enemy on land and sea; of free American 
workers outproducing the slave labor of the enemy. The skill and in- 
genuity and steadily increasing productiveness of American labor have 
turned the tide of war in 1943 and brought final victory into view. For 
this we have the word of a man who, as the New York Times com- 
mented, should know. At the birthday party for Mr. Churchill during the 
Teheran conference, Premier Joseph Stalin rose, glass in hand, and said: 
“Without American machines the united nations could never have won 
the war.” 

The workers of America who made and are making those machines 
have not done so without paying a price. Packed into overcrowded. 
defense centers, working long hours, often traveling long distances to 
and from work, living in trailers and chicken coops for want of decent 
housing, without adequate sanitary facilities or medical care, they have 
paid for their amazing record of production in fatigue, illness, and an 
appalling rate of industrial accidents. This is something to remember 
when Secretary Knox announces that the size of our navy was doubled 
in the first eleven months of 1943, or WPB Chairman Donald Nelson 
reveals that our rate of plane production at the end of 1943 was fifteen 
times greater than three years ago—or 338 planes daily in November, 
1943, as against 572 for the whole month of July, 1940. 

There is still hard work and hard fighting ahead. Our fighting) 
armies are poised for the knockout blow against nazi Germany. And 
our industrial army will back them up until the last axis colors are 
struck. Until that day comes, the tools of war will continue to flow in a 
steady stream from American factories to the battlefields of Europe 
and Asia and the Pacific islands. 

And when tnat day comes will America’s workers not have won the 
right to be represented in the councils that determine what the post- 
war world will be? Was the failure of our government to include labor 
in the conferences of the united nations relief and rehabilitation admin- 
istration in Atlantic City a sign of intent to freeze labor out of post-war 
reconstruction? Not only on the production lines but also through its 
initiative in sending relief to the peoples of the allied nations—an ini- 
tiative taken by the labor league for human rights, AFL, as early as 
1940—American labor has earned the right to voice in the rehabilitation 
of Europe and the rebuilding of the European labor movement. It has 
a special interest in this task, for a strong democratic European labor 
movement is vital to the reestablishment of democracy in Europe and

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TRIBUTE TO THE SEABEES 


(Washington, D. C.—With more than 80 per cent of its enrollment made up of 
American Federation of Labor union members, the seabees, construction battalions of 
the U. S. navy, celebrated their second anniversary on December 28th. The following 
article is a factual tribute to the high record of service made by this working-fighting 


force during its brief history.)

front. Theirs is a record of which 
all labor can be proud. It is a 
record of accomplishment under 
the most difficult circumstances. 
The seabees have rightfully earned 
the name of “can do” men. 

Now a force of 262,000 strong, 
the seabees are skilled in the 
arts of peace and the newer 
science of destruction. They 
not only have set records in 
construction, but also have 
made others in defending what 
they have built. 

The seabees marched in with the 
first waves of invading troops at 
Guadalcanal, North Africa, the 
Aleutians, New Georgia, Sicily, 


Italy, Bougainville and bloody Tara-| 


wa. Some paid with their lives, 
others emerged heroes. Many have 
been decorated for bravery in ac- 
tion. 

On every fighting front where 
American troops have struck the 
seabees have distinguished them- 
selves. At Guadalcanal they put the 
finishing touches to and maintained 
the vital air strip in the face of 


From the Arctic to the tropics the seabees have continued 
their former trades in the fight 


enemy air attacks. Frequently 
they dropped their tools to take up 
rifles to protect what they had 
built. At Tarawa they had the air 
strip ready to receive planes four 
days after the attack was launched. 
Hardships and lack of mate- 
rials failed to daunt the sea- 
bees. They made the most of 
what they had during those first 
two years. What they lacked in 
materials they possessed in in- 
genuity. Their ability to make 
something out of nothing served 
the seabees in good stead on all 
fronts. In many cases it meant 
the difference between success 
and failure. The navy and the 
nation’s fighting forces have re- 
ceived the maximum of benefit 
from the experience gained by 
these artisans in their trades 
in civilian life. 

Recruiting of enlisted men for 
the seabees halted on October 31, 
i=. Between December 31, 1941, 
and that date 262,000 seabees were 
taken into the construction bat- 
talions. Of that number 115,000 are 
overseas; 68,000 are undergoing 
basic training, while 79,000 others 
are indoctrinated and are at ad- 
vanced bases in this country, wait- 
ing for word to “shove off” for 
duties abroad.

every one inside. The war man- 
power commission does; not con- 
sider time lost on account of rain

as being unemployed. However, if 
a shop loses too much time on ac- 
count of rain they should release 
their men to shops who have in- 
side work and are running short of 
help. 

The office is now getting forms 
made up to give to employers to 
stop deductions when the maximum 
limit of income for deductions is 
arrived at by our brothers. This 
maximum amount is $3,000.00 both 
for unemployment insurance and 
social security. Another form will 
be had for applying for refunds 
from both government agencies 
where deductions have been made 
after the maximum amounts have 
been collected. It is estimated that 
at least 60 per cent of our members 
have turned in over the maximum 
amount collectable and will be en- 
titled to refunds. As soon as these 
forms are available the members 
will be notified. This is a good 
time to take out your time book and 
figure up how much you will have 
coming back.

East Bay Labor Journal I wished 
one and all a very merry Christmas 
and a happy new year. May I add 
to that wish, that it be one of suc- 
cess, crowned 
with victory. 
With the be- 
ginning of a 
new year we 
usually make 
resolutions and 
one of the first 
obligations of 
every member 
of the organization is to pay his 
dues, not only promptly, but up-to- 
date. It may be somewhat of a 
surprise to learn that notwith- 
standing the great part of our mem- 
bers are working six days a week 
and nine hours a day, members pay 
their dues for October the latter 
part of the month of December. 
Why not include in their resolutions 
that they pay their dues, if not for 
the quarter, at least for the current 
month? This advice is given for 
their own benefit, because once we 
go over the three-month period, we 
automatically become suspended 
members which inflicts a penalty 
upon the one becoming suspended 
and it is very unpleasant to explain 
to the delinquent, not only how he 
becomes so, but insist upon the 
payment of his dues for the current 
month with a reinstatement fee 
added. This information should not 
be news, because it is on the fly- 
leaf of the due book every member 
carries. 

I would like to continue a little 
further on the subject of finances. 
It is a well known fact that the 
Chinese custom is to liquidate all 
their indebtedness both of a busi- 
ness or personal nature on Chinese 
new year’s day, a day of celebra- 
tion.

strike within arm’s length, but to 
be able to wield the instrument 
from one to fifty feet with accurate 
effect. Now in this country of 
civilized people, particularly in 
Plumbers’ Local Union No. 444, we 
do not go to that extreme but it 
would be rather gratifying if the 
members would apply the Chinese 
custom without the aid of their 
worthy exponent.
